SEALS WILL BE BRANDED. 


This Wiil Probably Pot an End to Pelagic 


Sealing. 


Dr. David Starr Jordan, who will be 


the American scientific representative 
at .the Pribilof islands this summer, 
says that as the British governiueul 
has not come to satisfactory terms with 
the United States for the protection ol 
fur seals in Bering =ea the United 
States will oegm this summer, through 
the fur seal commission, the work ol 
branding the female seals on the Pribi- 
lof islands. This will spoil tbe skin^ ot 
branded seals,, and so stop pelagic seal 
ing by making it unprofitable. 


One of Dr. Jordan's assistants, El- 


mer Farmer, expert electrician, has in- 
vented an electrical machine for brand 
ing seals, and if it proves satisfactory 
it will do a great deal toward settling 
the seal question. 


There is a possibility that the female 


seals may be corralled on one of the is 
lands during the sealing season. This 
will necessitate building about two 
miles of board fence, and it is not cor 
tain yet whether lumber can be pro 
cured It will be done if possible —Ex 
change.

tie which is never severed so long 
as the shadow is visible at .ill. The 
most unique point in this> stiaiigc 
creed is tbe belief in the absolute 
separability of these four phases of 
ordinary life, so that each can take 
independent excursions of its-own,' 
so long at. it comes back again at 
the proper time to give the others 
the meeting. That suggests to us 
that these west African races feel a 
much. greater looseness in .their 
mental structure, a much greater 
tendency to'decompose or break up 
into mental or moral fragments, 
than civilized man is conscious of.

They enable the observers to 
mount their telescopes as high as possi- 
ble above tbe dust atmosphere into one 
which is known as steady or where the 
air is not constantly in motion.

cooling from an assumed tempera- 
tare to its present condition, are 
shown to have been pa-oved. invalid 
as bases for calculating the.proba- 
ble age of the earth as a life bearing 
body. 


The argument derived from the 


aipposed life of the sun has not yet 
been ruled out, and that gives a 
maximum of 500,000,000 years. The 
computation of the time required 
for depositing the geological strata 
.gives a minimum of 73,000,000 and 
•41" maximum of 680.000,000 years— 
.possibly 400,000,000 years. The au- 
thor Ts inquiry as to how much of 
-the \vhole scheme of organic evolu- 
tion has been worked out in the 
•time during which the fossiliferous 
:rocks ,were formed does not deal 
with the time required for the ori- 
gin of life or for the development 
of the lowest bangs with which we 
are acquainted from the Srst form- 
ed beings, of \v3xich we know noth- 
ing, but only with so much of the 
process of evolution as we can infer 
from tbe structure of living and, 
fossil forms. The comparison is 
made from a study of the evolution 
of thepbyla. All available evidence 
points to the extreme slowness of 
progressive evolutionary changes in 
the coelenterate payla, although 
the protozoa are even more conserv- 
ative. When we consider furthei 
on the five coelenterate phyla that 
occur fossil, -we shall find that tlie 
.progressive changes were slower, 
and indeed hardly appreciable m the 
eebinoderms and gepbyrea. as com- 
pared with the mollusca. appendic- 
ulata and vertebrata Within the^-e 
latter phyla we have evidence for 
the evolution ot higher groups, pre- 
senting a more or less marked ad- 
vance in organi2ation, 


As a whole tlie comparison is 


quite enough, to necessitate a very 
large increase in the time estimated 
by tbe geologist We can hardly es- 
cape the conclusion, that tor the de- 
velopment of the arthropod brandi- 
es from a common chetopodlike an- 
cestor and for the further develop- 
ment of the classes of each branch, 
a period many times the length of 
the fossiliferous series is required. 
The evolution of the ancestor of 
each of the higher animal phyla 
probably occupied as long a period 
as that required for the evolution 
which subsequently occurred with- 
in the phylum. But the considera- 
tion of the higher phyla which oc- 
cur fossil, except the vertebrata, 
leads to the irresistible conclusion 
that tbe whole period in which the 
fossiliferous rocks were layl down 
must be multiplied several times 
for this later history alone. The pe- 
riod thus obtained requires to be 
again increased and perhaps dou- 
bled for the. earlier history.—Popu- 
Uar Science.

No 
subject when hypnotized, he said, 
would respond to a suggestion or 
commit any act or crime that would 
be offensive to his moral sensibilities 
when in his normal- state; It was 
shown that the physicians all be- 
lieved in tbe science of suggestion 
although they differed considerably 
in their conception of it.

In a prominent show window of a 
store on Main street Is a couch and 
upon that couch lies a young man, 
inert and motionless. He is said to 
be in a hypnotic sleep which should 
hold him uninterruptedly for forty- 
eight hours. There Is a crowd be- 
fore this window almost constantly, 
and they are attracted through mor- 
bid curiosity—morbid, sorely, for a 
sleeping man, even in a public place, 
under ordinary conditions, would 
only cause a mere passing interest. 
But in the present case it is assumed 
that the slumber has been induced 
by mjtterlous, or uncanny methods 
(at least, that is the impression that 
obtains among the uneducated)

The more thoughtful spectators 


see, in this advertisement (tor as such 
it is unquestionably intended), a man, 
a helpless fellow creature, whose 
senses are looked in obUvlon, his indi- 
viduality lost for a time, and deprived 
of will power; in short, made a sub- 
ject and slave to the will of another. 
It is not an edifying sight, but it 1> 
vulgar and demoralizing. There is 
something more advertised in this 
case than Mr Lee.'s skill and a floe 
stock of merchandise. That which 
impresses us most of all Is to see a 
/ nut, who should normally be inde- 
pendent and self-possessed, brought 
down to this abject suojectivity to 
another, 
however 
amiable 
and 


well meaning that other may be. 
Another thought made prominent by 
this display, aids to place this sleep- 
ing man in the e-iclvct il position of 
one to be pitied and commiserated, 
for the prevalent belief is, that tbose 


'ho are etsiiy susceptible to hyp- 


notic influence are peculiar--are 
mostly dominated by their emotions 
—are largely swayed by their Imagin- 
ations. Experience has shown that 
tne;e conclusions are well founded. 


As a rule to which there are few 


exceptions, those who promptly yield 
to hypnotic suggestions are defective 
in comprehension, redaction, judg- 
ment and will power. They lack 
mental equipoise; they do not possess 
that symmetrical sameness that classes 
them among the level beaded. Ttat 
these opinions are held by the grr »i 


m»jority of people is evident- ad by 
tbe department and running om- 
ments of tbe audiences who gather to 
witness such entertainments as are 
now being given by tbe Lee coiubl 
taUoalnour city. Stripped of all 
c»icliy pbraset and rhetorical apolo 
getlcs, this company of hypnotic 
adepti, and their passive atslstants 
are engaged in a money-making trade 
upon the more or less morbid curios- 
ity of tbe public, and the main ele 
ment of their success depends upon 
making the subjects of their expert 
ments appear ridiculous. 


The people who patronize these 


performances are curious, in ajmeas- 
ure, to witness strange phenomena, 
but they care little for mere strange- 
ness unless it is amusing. They go 
theie to laugh, and those who cater 
to their desires provide an enter- 
tainment Intended to be ludicrous. 
The offensive feature of such a show 
is the making of a number of people 
to look and act absurdly by depriv- 
ing them of their free will by sug- 
gestion on the part of the operator 
and perverted imagination excited 
in the subject. The good natured 
audience laughs thoughtlessly at the 
result. These same people would 
unquestionaoly hiss, denounce and 
execrate a display of the deformed, 
maimed and disfigured, of epilep- 
tics nr sufferers from St. Vitui dance 
if presented as a comic show. But 
rightly viewed, could there be any- 
thing sadder or more pathetic in a 
group thus afflicted, than to see a 
number of well appearing, Intelli- 
gent looking young men transformed 
into automatons, their reason act!

emotions o\er-excited and obedi- 
ent to the

treatment of inebriety and other bale- 
ful diseases 01 habit. Finally, there 
are many dangers associated with 
the suggestive practice, more than 
space will accommodate at present. 
One of them, however, needs to be 
accentuated, viz: Observation has 
demonstrated that each repeated 
hypnotization increases the suscepti- 
bility of the subject. Aa this in- 
fluence gains upon the individual, 
his posture, independent traits, his 
force of character and will power, 
diminish. From being active and 
forceful, he becomes passive and re- 
ceptive. Once the arbiter of bis own 
destiny, he is made a servant; the 
one time master becomes a slave.

Nevertheless, it is 
th« universal tesriaocy of American 
newspaper correspondent;? that while 
traveling ia Caba * camera is a better 
protection than a passport. This is be- 
cause no naticaalijy is fonder of posing 
in uniform before the lens. 


The Spaniard, officer or soldier, never 


misses a chance to be "taken. " Permis- 
sion to photograph a fort will be refused 
with a very positive shake of tho head, 
but a request to be allowed to snap the 
garrison drawn np -with the fort as a 
background is always met -with smiling 
acceptance. A captain or a lieutenant 
will turn out his command and pnt it 
in any position suggested if he learns 
that a picture is wanted. If a suspect or 
a real insurgent is brought into camp 
the detachment which, has made the 
capture will enter heartily into a plan 
to pcse iii » way to reproduce the acene 
of its efficiency. The prisoner will be 
brought out and made to kneel while 
the soldiers and the officer in charge of 
them take positions. On one occasion 
the whole scene was reproduced in such 
realistic manner that the poor prisoner 
clapped his hands upon his eyes and for 
a few moments underwent all of the 
mental torture of an execution. 


The gnards oa an armored car will 


climb on top of, their traveling fort and 
get into position any time at the sug- 
gestion of a desire for a picture. They 
will do it with alacrity and manifesta- 
tion of good feeling, as if a compliment 
had been paid them. The fact that he 
may never see the picture and that it is 
going where no one will recognize him 
seems to make no difference to the 
Spanish officer or soldier. If El Ameri- 
cano wants the picture enough to ask 
for it, he is willing to accommodate. 
The more realistic of war the posing 
can be made the more heartily the 
Spaniard enters into the proposition.

The mother of 
a pair of twins had just persuaded the 
cherubs to face the camera when the 
officer of the day, a serious faced cap- 
tain, appeared and looked npon the 
smiling group of reconcentrados with 
evident disapprDhation, .He. w.ant«i to 
know if _a*pannit"b"adrneen 'obtained 
from-theoommaridante, l?henhe*Tearu- 
ed that the formality had been over- 
looked, lie said it would be necessary to 
go. at,once, to the headquarters. With a 
score of boys, following and the guide 
lacking frightened, the, line of march 
upon the eommandante was taken up. 
What might have happened had that 
official been awake will never be 
known. It was the siesta hour. The 
officer of the day could not think of 
arousing his superior. Be seemed a lit- 
tle in doubt how to proceed and accept- 
ed an invitation to go to the hotel with 
such promptness that it was evidently 
a relief to a strained situation. At the 
hotel the officer of the day was made as 
comfortable as circumstances would 
permit. His taste was consulted as to 
the proper manner to exchange interna- 
tional courtesies, and when he went 
away it was with the observation that 
a later hour would do very well for the 
call upon the eommandante. The next 
time the officer saw the commandaute 
he found that his prisoners on parole 
had preceded Mm.

^EREKER'S VAX DYCK 


If you ha<l been living in Bristol 


_n the year 1890, you must frequent- 
ly have rim up against old Vereker, 
who then spent most of his time 
prowling about the streets of that 
west country metropolis. Ho was a 
jiau who soak! not fail to attract 
attention, by reason both ot his 
•triking. old fashioned attire—of the 
*tylo which John Lepch has macla 
uiinortal—and of his disregard of 
=nch evei ydjy amenities as barbers" 
jcisso^ and s-oap and water, for a 
aioro unkempt and dirty looting old 
iristocrat than -Tan Vereker was 
-urely nevei ,sueu in the public 
streets. He was a younger son of 
3ii Hudibras Vereker, seventh bar- 
onet, whoso family was among the 
aest in Grloucester&lme, though, to 
je Mire, this seventh baronet's ladj" 
jntl Jan's mothei was a somewhat 
jbsenre foreigner, a native of Ant- 
iverp. And insular prejudice, which 
Tissoeiates all foreigners indifferent- 
ly from saponaceous Applications, 
made no doubt that Jan Vereker in- 
herited his uncleanly habits from 
his Dutch ancestors. 


In his youth he had been a paint- 


jr who, but for hib desultory dispo-

sure—ihough in his. own mind he 
was already satislied—he .submitted 
the painting to half a dozen inde- 
pendent experts in London and Par- 
is. All were agreed in one verdict. 
They unhesitatingly pronounced the 
piece to be a genuine Van Dyck. 
Old Vereker was on the tiptoe of 
elation. And well he might be. For 
to acquire a Van Dyck on any terms 
is nowadays hard enough. But to 
have picked one up for nothing, as 
he had done, constituted a simply 
phenoraenal achievement. 


He took it down with him to his 


home at Bristol, where he nursed 
and cherished it with extraordinary 
solicitude.

The three months went by with- 


out any communication from Jan 
Vereker bojiigivivive-1 at t Sic bank. 
By the u>rina on uhich the over- 
draft had 
lif-c:i allowed, Messrs 


Rosier c\; Sous were empowered — 
did they so wish it — to deal with 
the security when 15 days after the 
specified term had elapsed. During 
these last 15 days the manager re- 
mained ju a state of scarcely con- 
cealed restlessness and excitement 
He was expecting a call or a com- 
munication from Vereker every 
day, and at the same time hoping 
that he should not receive either. 
He had determined to stand upon 
the letter of the agreement. To do 
so might no doubt be considered 
rather sharp practice. 


And James Rosier's wish was ac 


tually f ullilled The lodaysof grace 
elapsed.

IB response to letters from Mayor 


Baxter, a number of representatives 
of telephone, telegraph, street rail- 
way and electric light companies 
operating in this city, met in the 
mayor's office at 2:30 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon for a purpose that 
was announced by Mayor Baxter, who 
presided over the informal meeting. 


As every citizen knows, this city 


is over-crowded with telephone, tele- 
graph, electric light and anchor wire 
poles that stick up along the 
street* 
like 
the 
teeth 
of 
a 


monster comb, while the net works 
ot electrical wires at various points 
resemble huge mosquito ban. . From 
a bird's eye view the city presents an 
appearance very much like a porcu- 
pine, and from below the appearance 
is none the less unsightly. For years 
and years the city councils have com- 
plained night after night about the 
treat number ot poles In the streets, 
but nothing has ever been accom- 
plished to relieve the conditions to 
any extent, and mayor Baxter de- 
termined to make the effort himself 


Of the fifteen different companies 


owning or operating electrical sys- 
tems in the city, the following were 
represented at the meeting: ~ West- 
ern Union Telegraph CoM including 
wires operated on local railroad poles, 
by Sept. Uorbett; The Lima Tele- 
phone Co., and the "Western Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., by D. J. 
Cable; Buckeye Pipe Line tele- 
graph system, by E. E. Linn; Penn- 
sylvania company's lines, by S. S. 
Wheeler; Central Union Telephone 
3o., by J. W. Cherry; Lima Bail way 
Do., by E. W. Moore, of Cleveland; 
Lima Electric Light Co., by H. B. 
Efewcomb: Paste! Telespaph Co., by 
Mr. Capcn. 


In addressing the representatives 


present at the meeting Mayor Bax- 
ter said, in part: 


"Here are fifteen different organi- 


zations, fifteen different sets of wire 
systems, fifteen different pole PJS- 


s; offering a greater variety than 


there were colors in Joseph's* coat; 
If teen corporations with whom the 
people of Lima have but little in 
common, occupying our streets and 
public grounds, all straggling for the 
uost advantageous position, sharing 
la none of the responsibilities, cares 
and expenses of a rapidly growing 
city* savins; that assessed as taxes, 
s the condition we flod in Lima to- 
day. It is giving rise to criticism, 
to discontent and provoking a spirit 
of antagonism that if not respected 
by an earnest effort to correct exist- 
ing evils and conditions, will ripen 
into open rebellion and arbitrary ac- 
tion that would necessarily lead to 
expensive litigation and pecuniary 
loss. 
*•* 


"It is to avoid these things, to give 


every opportunity to pot your prop- 
erties in shape,,.to get you acquainted 
that you may work together for 
the 
common 
good, 
and 
the 


good 
of 
the 
city 
of 
Lima, 


that 
I 
have 
Invited you .to 


meet here this afternoon for a com- 
ferecce among yourselves, hoping 
that yon will come to an agreement 
for an exchange ot facilities and 
courtesies that will at once lead to a 
correction ot the" very extraordinary 
state of affairs now existing. * * * 
I am not an alarmist, nor disposed to 
indulge in criticisms when not de- 
served, but we men of Lima who are 
bearing the heat and burthen of its 
prosperity or adversity feel that we 
have the right to expect of those 
who only profit by our work that 
they should meet oar wishes in mat- 
ters, that whilst merely gratifying 
us. will add materially to tha efficien- 
cy of the property of those (on the 
outside. 


"It is my misfortune to be the re 


ceptacle of all the complaints thai 
are made in this city In matters of 
public concern. You may each con 
gratolate yourselves that your com- 
pany is all right; that there is no 
dissatisfaction with you, that you 
have nothing to remedy, and so on 
for quality and quantity; but listen 
to a few things 1 have jotted dawn 
for 
your delectation and perhaps 


yon will be wiser. Now bear in mind 
that what is said is simply the reflex 
of a public sentiment growing strong 
er every day:' that it does not orlgl 
nate with me, but is only transcribe 
herein language in most instances 
softened and mellowed from the way 
it was said. 
"The Western .Union—For forty 


four years they have had every prlvi 
lege, a complete monopoly of thi 
business. In that time they havi 
spent just 140 in doing anything ti 
ornament the town. 
"The Postal—'Let us in. give u 


your streets and alleys, and we wil 
break the backbone of the octopus, 
Twenty-five cents for ten words stil 
goes, 
"The Buckeye Pipe Line?-Yet 


sir, and the company they represen 
pays out millions of dollars a year in 
this community. 
When we wan 


anything of them we get It. 


"The Pennsylvania Co.—We eaye 


them a hundred thousand dollars 
nearly SO years ago; they have given 
us the worst of it ever since, and are 


now engaged in an attempt to thwart 
he will of tha people simply because 
bey are autocrats. Ask them to 
taint their poies'r It would ba im- 
pertinent. 


•The Chicago & Erie—We sweat 


blood to raise seventy-five thousand 
dollars for teem; cow; their poles are 
on our right of way, and the city has 
nothing to do with it. 


"The C., H. & D., L. E. & W., 


Lima Northern and Ohio Southern— 
)h, we have nothing to do with it. 
The Western Union is running the 
thing. We don't care anything abcut 
ihetr pale system.' 


"The Central Union—Have antici- 


pated the situation and are well 
iqulpped. Possibly they have cor- 
ralled ail the good corners and would 
be willing to divide. 


"The Lima Telephone Co.—Came 


up the alleys to smash rates. 


-The City Fire Alarm—Came in 


with a scandal and its construction 
work since maintains the reputation. 


"The Electric Lights—We are pay- 


ng them twelve or fifteen thousand 
dollars a year. Tha levy for light 
purposes is more than double that of 
my other fund. They light when 
,hey please and put out when they 
flease. Their poles and wires are a 
latch work. 
'The Street Eailway—Has had a 


multitude of sins to answer for whicb 
they seem now to be trying to 
atone for, but the fact remains that 
our streets are badly shattered, that 
the road Is ac expensive luxury, and 
ihat nothing but good service and a 
disposition to meet the city half way 
will satisfy. 


'Now, gentlemen, I repeat again 


that the foregoing is only a reflex ot 
,be conversations and 
discussions 


icld dally and hourly In many places 
n Lima and repeating it to you, 
larrot like, in a kindly spirit, is cer- 
ainly not an impropriety. Knowing 
the facts, your own good judgment 
will teach you how to act. The gen- 
eral public is entirely too large a 
factor for you to deal with. You can 
satisfy them by acts, but not by 
words* This is your golden oppor- 
.unity to reconcile differences in con- 
struction work." 


The mayor's remarks were followed 


by a general discussion and many 
iracticable suggestions were made 
ind agreed upon, and when acted 
upon, which will be In the near fu- 
rore, will reduce the number of poles 
a the city about one ha'?. The 
Western Union Telegraph Company 
will dispose of its own poles in the 
Ity and will use the Lima Telephone 
Company's poles. The Buckeye Pipe 
jlne Company is willing to do any- 
thing within reason to improve Jhe 
condition, and will put up poles one 
tundred feet high, If It be necessary. 
The Central Union Company's poles 
will be used by the Lima Hallway 
Company, wherever it is possible, for 
the anchor wires. 


The mayor's effort was not a use- 


ess one, and he is to be congratulated 
'or solving a problem that has both- 
ered the city council for yearg.

Mayor Hunt, of Adrian, Mich., is 


in Lima to-day, in conference with 
oar people in reference to the next 
meeting of the Tri-State Band Asso- 
ciation to be held in August. 


This association is composed of 


bands in the states ot Ohio, Michigan 
and Indiana, and each year an an- 
nual meet Js held at some desirable 
point decided upon by these having 
tne matter in charge. 
At these 


meets forty to fifty bands are brought 
together for a reunion or a day. It 
Is an event that is looked forward to 
for months by members of these mu- 
sical organizations. In addition to 
bringing from five to six hundred 
band people Into the city in which 
the reunion .is held, it is estimated 
that from twenty to 
twenty-five 


thousand people, on an average, 
gather into the town to bear the 
music rendered by five hundred or 
six hundred trained musicians.
